Most p«cple agre* that Christopher 


Columbus discovered America Oct. 12, 
1492 But that one fact is about the only 
one that authorities do agree on in rela- 
tion to Columbus. 


The National Geographic Society has 


issued a new book entitled Men. 5^'pJ 
cwi ''"t 5ec which is mentioned m t news 
release by the society calling attention to 
the annual observance of Oct. 12 as Colum- 
bus Day. 


The news report points out that many 


of the facts of Columbus' life are still 
buried in mystery. 
For example, most 


history books ?sy Columbus was born the 
son of a weaver :n Genoa. Italy. But as 
the National Geographic observes at least 
15 other Italian towns claim Columbus as 
a native son. Authorities in Spain insist he 
came from Pontevedra in that country. 
Portugal. France and Corsica also claim 
him as a native. Again Italy. Spain. Cuba 
and the Dominican Republic claim to be 
the site of his burial place. In fact the 
Dominican Republic built a 56 million 
tomb to preserve his supposed remains. 


New Market for Corn 


There is too a solution to our country's 


surplus food problems, and it doesn't need 
government price supports or land banks. 


Research at the Institute of Paper 


Chemistry hss led to a new market for 16 3 
million bushels of this country's corn crop 
even* year. Corn flour or starch now can 
be used as an adhesive in paper produc- 
tion. 


The dry-milled corn flour or starch can 


be used as a substitute for imported tapio- 
ca starch to improve the strength proper- 
ties of paper and paperboard. 
About 


150.000 tons of tapioca starch are imported 
annually for the pulp and paper industry. 


Although we need international trade 


and markets, news reports continually tell 
about the shortage of food in numerous 
parts of the world. 


Red Troops and Laos 


All foreign military forces were sup- 


posed to be out of Laos by last Saturday 
in keeping with the agreement signed at 
Geneva last summer aimed at insuring 
Laotian independence and neutrality. The 
United States withdrew its few officers 
snd men last week through the check 
points set up by the new government. But 
the Communists are not getting out be- 
cause the Russians have insisted all along 
that there weren't any Red foreign troops 
there anyway. 


According to reports from Vientiane, 


the Communist Pathet Lao, aided by North 
Vietnamese troops, has been in control of 
almost the entire northern half of Laos. 
Russia, which supplied -these troops by 
air. is not there any longer. But the sus- 
picion remains that the North Vietnamese 
are. The trouble is that representatives of 
the compromise government and those of 
the International Control Commission sup- 
posed to supervise the demilitarization of 
Laos haven't been permitted to go north. 


The United States Assistant Secretary 


of State for Foreign Affairs, W. Avenil 
Harriman, indicates that he thinks the 
Soviet Union really wants to stick to the 
agreement. This is a little naive even for 
Mr. Harriman and he has had a great deal 
of experience in dealing with the Russians. 
The situation in Laos today continues to 
play directly into the hands of the Soviet. 
They can declare that there are no foreign 


The Pharmacist's Work 


The people of America have probably 


given more attention to the work of phar- 
nscists d-jr.r.g the past year than ever 
before in history. Senator Kefauver kept 
tr.e drug business in :he news during the 
summer ar.d the most recent action of 
Congress :n adopting a law to give greater 
protection to the users of drugs kept the 
subject before the people during the fall. 


These events make the annual observ- 


ance of National Pharmacy Week more 
interesting and important. 
Drugs have 


never been more important m the lives of 
the American people than they are today. 
The recent discoveries of the so-called 
miracle drugs have saved people many 
long weary days in hospitals and at the 
same time have kept them fit and able to 
be about their daily tasks for a much 
greater percentage of the time than has 
been true in the past. In all of this the 
pharmacists have had an important part. 


There are portrait? of Columbus to show 


that he was tall, short, lean, pudgy, blond, 
red-haired, 
swarthy, 
smooth-faced 
and 


bearded. But there are no portraits that 
were painted while he was alive. 


The new Geographic book says, how- 


ever, that "Nothing can take from him the 
triumph of that first 33-day run across an 
unknown ocean, the greatest voyage of dis- 
cover}" ever made." The book notes that 
there is little doubt that the Vikings visited 
North America earlier and tried to plant 
colonies on the Atlantic seaboard. 
How- 


ever, proof in the form of burials or un- 
questionable ruins have never been found. 
The conclusion of the book's publishers 
is that "Wherever Columbus lies, whoever 
he really was. it cannot be denied that the 
mystic mariner opened up a new era for 
man." When we think of the tremendous 
changes that have come to America and 
of the great changes that have come to the 
world through America it is only just to 
remember also that Christopher Columbus 
is the man that started it. not accidentally 
but deliberately and only because of his 
great curiosity and tremendous courage. 


It seems we could kill two birds with 


one stone. 1. Encourage researchers, like 
those at the Institute of Paper Chemistry, 
to continue finding more uses for a great 
share of our surplus food. 2. Let the needy 
nations keep their food, like tapioca, for 
human consumption, rather than our buy- 
ing it from them for industrial uses. 


Researchers, like those at the institute, 


are doing humanity, industry and even the 
economy of the world a great service by 
finding new uses for agricultural products. 


It is entirely possible that out of this 


scientific research whole new industries 
might blossom. Some of them might even 
locate in the Fox Cities region. 


The entire nation is indebted to the 


institute's scientists, and the State of 
Nebraska which financed the corn starch 
project. 


Red troops in Laos and look innocent 
enough to convince Mr. Harriman. 
The

access to the north, will have evidence 
that will convince the obviously one-sided 
Polish representative and the frenetic one 
from India.

The result, at least for the time being, 


will be a partitioned nation just as surely 
as Viet Nam. Korea and Germany are 
partitioned. The major difference will be 
that this will be an unacknowledged parti- 
tion and the relatively free part will not 
be struggling 
against further encroach- 


ments by the Reds. 


Does anyone — even Mr. Harriman — 


doubt that those encroachments will come? 


Under all the circumstances in Laos, 


the United States seemed to have no alter- 
native but war to going along with the 
agreement. But the bland assumption in 
high quarters that the agreement would 
work to the benefit of the free world or 
the real independence and neutrality of 
Laos has made us look foolish. If we 
couldn't do anything about the situation 
we at least didn't have to further it. 


The qualifications of the pharmacists have

often required to supply medication which 
is highly toxic and may be deadly if im- 
properly used. It is through his training 
and skill that many important drugs have 
become available to the people who need 
them.
